Barra Bonita 

There is more news from Brazil 
about the construction of power 
plants. The power house at Barra 
Bonita, on the River Tiete, which 
flows through the city of Sao 
Paulo, was begun last January. 
The source of the water power, 
Barra Bonita, started to be har- 
nessed in 1957. The entire under- 
taking will be completed in 1960 
and will have a total generating 
capacity of 132,000kw. The in- 
stallation is on the Middle Tiete 
in the central region of the State 
of Sao Paulo, a short distance 
from the town of Barra Bonita 
and 330 kilometers northwest 
from the capital of the state. 

Barra Bonita is the first of four 
projected plants on the Middle 
Tieté encompassed within the 
State of Sao Paulo’s electrifica- 
tion project. The others’ are 
Bariri, 129,000kw, plans already 
completed; Ibitinga, 120,000kw, 
plans also completed; Promissao, 
226,000kw, plans in the process 
of conclusion.
